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Winning 
the war 






on crime 


THE police are winning the war 
on crime according to the latest 
figures from Royal Greenwich. 

Overall crime has dropped by 6.5 per 
cent in a year for just about every type 
of crime, including violence, burglary 
and car thefts. And the Violent and 
Organised Crime Unit (VOCU), funded 
by the royal borough, has scored 
heavily in tackling youth violence and 
knife crime. 

Serious youth violence is down by 
15.7 per cent, with 32 fewer crimes 
than last year; knife crime is down by 
9 per cent with 39 fewer crimes; and 
gun crime is down by 5.7% with five 
fewer offences. 

VOCU-led operations have targeted 
drug dealers, violence and stabbings. 
Operation Granite in March last year 
led to 10 men being sentenced to a 
total of 29 years after VOCU detectives 
dismantled their drug-lines and 
criminal network. VOCU has also 
closed crack houses, recovered 33 
knives, two firearms, £65,000 from the 
proceeds of crime and class A and 
class B drugs with a total street value 
of £20,000. 

The crime-fighting unit has also 
managed to recover council properties 
which were being used as drug dens or 
occupied by criminals. It has charged a 
total of 106 people, which saw 45 going 
to trial with 22 found guilty of serious 
offences. They have also helped to 
relocate teenagers involved in crime

and violence taking 
them away from 
criminal networks to 
give them a chance for 
a fresh start. Robbery 
is down by 9.1 per cent, 
with 68 fewer offences 
than the previous year. 

Burglaries are down 
by 3.6 per cent - 65 fewer 
than last year. Borough 
Commander Richard 
Wood said: “Burglars 
are opportunists and 
will use anything to 
their advantage. In the 
summer we often notice 
a spike in burglary, 
when people leave their 
windows open or might 
not lock their UPVC 
door with a key. Our 
Safer Neighbourhoods 
officers have 

distributed crime 
prevention advice 
about burglary and 
we have also recently 
used Twitter to spread 
the word about crime 
prevention. We need 
residents to help us 
and make it really 
difficult for burglars to 
access their property. 
My officers can provide 
crime prevention 
advice and help 
make life difficult for 
burglars.” 

The Burglary Squad 
have also targeted 
sham builders who con 
elderly people out of 
thousands of pounds 
for unnecessary work. 
CCTV cameras have 
been used to catch 
people preying on the 
elderly and vulnerable. 

Thefts from motor 
vehicles are down by 
18.9 per cent, with 445 
fewer crimes than 
last year. Car thefts 
are down by 19.1 per 
cent. Some cars were 
driven away from their 
owner’s driveway after 
keys left close to front 
doors were ‘fished’ 
through letterboxes. 

Cllr Maureen O ’Mara, 
cabinet member for 
community safety 
said: “This year is an 
important one for the 
royal borough and it is 
very encouraging to see 
significant falls across a 
number of crimes and I 
congratulate the police 
on a set of results that 
clearly demonstrate their 
commitment, dedication 
and professionalism.”

Locals sent details of Games time traffic plan 


THOUSANDS of homes and 
businesses located within 30 
minutes of the borough’s Games 
venues should have received letters 
explaining about new temporary 
parking restrictions and the permits 
they will need during the 2012 
Olympics and Paralympics. 

The letters were sent following the 
finalisation of plans on how traffic will 
be managed during the Games, along 
with special arrangements for parking in 
local areas. 

From next Monday (June 11) 
Games organisers LOCOG will 
have a dedicated website at 
www.2012gamesparkingpermits.com 
where residents and business people will 
be able to check their post code to see 
if they are located in an affected area, 
and find out how to apply for permits or 
visitor permits if they need them. 

LOCOG will also be sending information 
packs to everyone affected and locals can 
also call LOCOG on 0300 111 2012. 

In the meantime, people can also get 
information from the royal borough’s 
website at www.royalgreenwich.gov. 
uk/2012GamesParking 

New temporary parking controls will 
be in force from July 27 to September 9 
to prevent spectators from parking close 
to Olympic venues or using other parts of 
the royal borough to park. 

The areas covered by these temporary 
controls will be called the Resident 
and Business Parking Protection Area 
(RBPPA). It will cover most of the 
borough north of Shooters Hill and the 
old A2. It includes areas within existing 
Controlled Parking Zones (CPZs) and 
temporary Event Day Zones (EDZ). 

Residents and businesses, who currently 
don’t have parking permits, will need to 
get one - free of charge - during the Games 
if they are in the temporary parking 
zones and need to park on the street. 

Temporary permits are free of charge 
and eligible households can also apply 
for permits for visitors. Current visitor 
vouchers will not be valid for use between 
July 27 and September 9. Businesses can 
apply for up to ten permits. 

The permits and visitor permits will 
only be valid for the CPZ and EDZ where 
those who apply live or where their 
business is located. Anyone parking in 
the RBPPA without a valid permit will 
be fined. 

The London 2012 Games are set to have 
a huge impact on travel in the royal 
borough, affecting both private and 
public transport as thousands of athletes, 
officials and visitors start to arrive. 



The royal borough’s Planning Board 
approved the traffic and parking 
proposals put forward by LOCOG after 
taking account of feedback from residents 
and business through a series of public 
consultation exercises. 

The final plans are designed to ensure 
that they balance the needs of local 
residents and businesses with the smooth 
operation of the Games. 

The measures detail traffic and transport 
arrangements around Greenwich Park 

- venue for the equestrian events. They 
also list areas in the royal borough 
which will need special parking permits 
during the Games so residents’ parking 
is protected. Temporary measures 
which will come into force include: 

• A temporary one-way system in 
Greenwich town centre during the Games 

• A walking route that up to 50,000 
spectators will be marshalled through on 
their way to the venue at Greenwich Park 

• The temporary suspension of some 
parking bays and the closure of a small 
number of roads during Games Time 

• Extending parking controls in existing 
zones from 8.30am-7pm seven days a week 

- and introducing some new temporary 
zones. 

Concerns about the affect of modified 
transport services - particularly at London 
Bridge station - for local people needing 


daily treatment at London hospitals were 
also raised during the Planning Board 
meeting on May 24 and the royal borough 
is relaying these to Transport for London 
and South Eastern trains. 

Cllr Ray Walker, chair of the royal 
borough’s Planning Board said: “We 
are proud to be hosting events for 
the Games and we want residents 
and local businesses to feel a lasting 
benefit from them. However, we also 
want to ensure that local people are 
not inconvenienced and we have been 
working closely with LOCOG to devise a 
traffic management plan that will ensure 
the smooth-running of the Games while 
protecting the interests of local people.”

Park road to 
close earlier 

LOCOG have asked for The Avenue through 
Greenwich Park to be closed to vehicle 
traffic from June 1 1 , earlier than originally 
expected. 

LOCOG agreed the plan with the Royal 
Parks, and Transport for London then 
consulted the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 
The council expressed concerns about the 
impact on local residents and businesses 
caused by rat-running traffic and required 
additional safeguards to minimise the 
impact of displaced traffic cutting through 
local roads including information to local 
residents and signage. Work on preparing 
the park for the Olympic events has been 
delayed by the unusually heavy rain in 
April and May. This has left less time to 
finish the world-class equestrian and 
modern pentathlon arena, and means 
the number of daily deliveries of building 
material will have to be stepped up. 
Because of the extra traffic and potential 
safety risks, The Avenue is due to close 
to traffic from June 1 1 until October 1 . 
Cyclists will still be able to use the road 
between 6am and 8.30am, and then from 
5.30pm until the park gates close. These 
restrictions will remain in place until July 
7 when most of the park closes for the 
Games. The restricted access times will 
begin again on September 8 and end on 
October 1. Pedestrians will still be able 
to walk alongside The Avenue through a 
clearly marked route until July 7 and then 
again from September 8. 

In a letter LOCOG said: "As well as our 
commitment to safeguarding the park 
and ensuring it is properly protected, 
the safety of park users, whether they 
are motorists, cyclists or pedestrians, 
is critically important to us. We are 
working hard to reduce the impact of the 
Games across the borough but recognise 
that inevitably this may not always be 
possible.” 


London Bridge station 
test event restrictions 


RESTRICTIONS at London Bridge 
station will be in force on Thursday, 
June 7, as Network Rail carries out 
test operations for Games time. 

It means there’ll be restricted entry 
and exit to the station so that rail 
operators can plan for the large 


number of spectators expected to use 
the station during the Olympics and 
Paralympics.

Peninsula next month. 

The new event is part of the Peninsula 
Festival which is running in North Greenwich 
in July and August. 

Local lad Jools and his Rhythm and Blues 
Orchestra top the bill on Friday July 20. 
Support comes from Rueben Richards and his 
Soul Train, Marc Almond and Ruby Turner. 

The blues event runs for two nights on the 
beach which opens to the public on July 1. 
Headlining Saturday July 21 is ex-Rolling 
Stone, Bill Wyman. Support comes in the 
shape of Andy Abraham and Lloyd Wade. 

Tickets are £35. Book on 0844 854 
1361. Doors open at 5pm on Friday 20 July 
and 3pm on Saturday 21. 
THE Peninsula Festival itself begins on July 
25 at Area 12 in the centre of the peninsula, 
when Oranjecamping, Sail Royal Greenwich 
and the main festival site all open. 

More than 15 tall ships will sail up the 
Thames to salute the newly refurbished 
Cutty Sark. The Oranjecamping just south of 
Greenwich Millennium Village will welcome 
more than 1000 Dutch sports fans and as 
many cyclists will complete their journey 
from Holland to Greenwich. 

The man-made beach on the west of the 
peninsula at Delta Wharf opens on July 1, 
and has on-site bars. It’s open to the public 
until the Games begin on July 28. Entry to the

is a dark and brooding 
creation from the mind of 
a tortured artist. 

Ted Hughes wrote the poetry book of 
the same name in 1970, just a handful 
of years after the suicide of his 
soulmate Sylvia Plath - a time when he 
proclaimed his own life to be over. 

But Crow’s outlook is surprisingly 
positive. It was a work which the 
author described as his ‘masterpiece’, 
marking the turning point from a 
barren period following Plath’s death. 

The world premiere of the stage 
adaptation - a mixed puppetry and 
dance performance - comes to the 
Borough Hall later this month. 

Director Mervyn Millar told Scene : 
“Hughes talks about the crow being 
the ultimate survivor. It’s the most 
intelligent bird, and he talks about it 
being ‘what’s inside every Englishman’ . 

“The crow never gives up - it’s 
continually abused and ostracised. It’s 
incredibly beautiful, but incredibly 
grotesque. It can’t help being savage, 
it can’t help being optimistic. It can’t 
help being curious, and it can’t help 
taking things apart to find out how 
they work.” 

The Handspring puppet company, 
which created War Horse before it was 
made into a Hollywood blockbuster, 
was commissioned by the royal 
borough to make the show which runs 
from June 21 to July 7 at the Royal Hill 
venue. 

The director added: “A lot of the 
poems take place in quite a dark world, 
but the crow moves through them 
with absolutely irrepressible life, and 
that’s what Hughes is looking for. It’s 
a way of facing up to dark times with a 
positive spin.” 

The puppetry and dance work 
responds to the book as a whole, 


spend on the site. 

A ‘Dutch dance party’ headlined by DJ Roog 
also takes place on July 25. 

Every day during the Olympics Area 12 
will be open for residents and visitors to the 
peninsula to watch live Olympic action on big 
screens, and in the ‘Grand Sports Cafe’ on the 
West Parkside site.

with all of the words in the show taken 
verbatim from Hughes. 

“The book of Crow has 40 or 50 poems in 
it - it doesn’t come together to create one 
story - they’re different angles of looking 
at this one character,” Millar said. “We 
filtered through the poems and took the 
ones that seemed to work best for us, so 
you’ll hear about a dozen or more of the 
poems themselves. 

“We’ve worked to preserve the sense 
of it as a collection of fragments and 
thoughts about a subject rather than 
trying to turn it into a story, which was 
not how it was conceived.” 

Eleven large-scale puppets and six 
dancers combine at close quarters to the 


audience. A hallmark of Handspring’s 
work is that the puppeteers are always 
visible. “It’s the work of the puppeteer 
that makes it alive,” Millar said. “The 
skill and sensitivity of the performer 
brings the poetry on stage. 

“We try and design puppets that can 
support that. In some cases that means 
levers and strings and mechanisms, and 
sometimes it’s the simplest possible 
object, almost just a stick. But it’s what 
you do with it that makes it effective.” 

Hughes died in 1998, but what does 
the director think he would make of the 
adaptation? 

“I hope he’d have liked it. It’s been our 
intention to stay true to the spirit of what 


his writing is. We’ve done a lot of work 
to connect with what he was trying to 
create, then we’ve run with it in our own 
direction. 

“When we went and put War Horse 
together we put something that was 
pretty strange on stage - three performers 
in full view of the audience trying to be 
a horse. It’s not what you see in Disney 
films - and the same applies here. If you 
put good work in front of people with 
honest intentions, they can see what they 
like about it.” 

Steven Spielberg latched on to War 
Horse and made that a smash - could this 
one be taken up by Hollywood? 

“I’d love to see what Spielberg would 


make of it - but maybe this would be 
more suited to Tim Burton or Ridley 
Scott.” 

The show might even make audiences 
look at the much-maligned bird in a new 
light, says the director. “When you look 
at them out there with their little beady 
eyes, they don’t give up exploring. You 
associate them with destruction and 
misfortune, but actually what they are 
doing is surviving.” 

Crow is part of Greenwich and 
Docklands International Festival and the 
Greenwich Festivals. Mon-Sat June 21 -

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, 
you can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing 
office, library or UK Online centre.

Summer open 
window warning

The Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Accidents advises paretns to avoid 
placing anything under windows that 
can be climbed on as well as fitting child 
resistant window restrictors. 

Landlords must also make certain that 
their properties comply with all the 
required safety standards.
